BUSINESS PEACE PACTS—Sev- 
en thousand business men and pro- 
fessional leaders in 1,700 cities and 
town are being enlited as industrial 
“minute men” in a nation-wide pro- 
gram to prevent commercial disputes 
from becoming the “bottle neck” of 
the country’s expanding defense 
program. These men are members 
of a non-profit network of tribunals 
throughout the United States where 
business controversies are settled 
out of court.

Both British and Jugoslav border

rapidly and finding little Italian 
opposition. They were reported to 
have struck west from Koritza as 
far as a point 12 miles west of Vos- 
|kopoje which is 17 miles west of 
Koritza. 

London heard humors of a Ger- 
man peace feeler, this time through 
the medium of neutral Portugal. 

Air action in the last 24 hours 
was at a minimum. German coastal 
batteries on the English Channel 
were active.
